Repriſals were not bidde i in London before 
the 21ſt of July; fo that it muſt be neceſſary 
that the Packet-Boat, to arrive on the 1oth- 
or 12th of the ſaid Month: at Famaica, muſt 
have failed from England at leaſt the latter end 
of May, and that the reſolution. of ſending 
her muſt needs have been taken before that 
Time. Whereby it is undeniable, that the 
Britiſh Court did not obſerve the Lawfulnefs 
which the Convention required, nor had ever 
a mind to fulfil the fame, but rather to de- 
ceive his Majeſty, in order to break out at a 
Conjuncture favourable for its double Dealing.
